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Sierra Madre and its sister cities, Alhambra, Monterey 
Park and Azusa, are already preparing to use Feather River 
water carried 400 miles from Northern California and with 
1972 as its target date for delivery here. 

W. L. Smith of Los Angeles, an engineer for a com¬ 
pany representing the four-city water district, last Thurs¬ 
day confered with City Administrator Lawrence C. Beving- 
ton on the water needs of Sierra Madre and adjacent areas. 

Entering into this also was the overall needs of all 
four cities as they are likely to emerge by 1972, target date 
for delivery of Feather River water to the oft-parched 
Southland. 

CALIFORNIA voters last November approved a state 
bond issue of $1,750,000,000 for the project which will pro¬ 
vide much-needed water for both the Northland and thence 
acro.ss the rugged Tehachipis to Southern California where 
the need Is particularly acute. 

Contract for the initial big dam at Orovillo, above Sa¬ 
cramento, is already being processed. Water from the 
Feather River above Oroville will be impoun.ied there for 
distribution southward. 

It will be necessary for Sierra Madre, Monterey Park, 

Alhambra and Azusa to enter into cbntracts with the State 
Water Resources Board to determine how much Feather 
River water each will purchase. 

At present. Sierra Madre obtains its water via wells 
and setting basins. Ordinarily, this has been sufficient 
but with the present dry spell continuing it has been 
necessary for the city to purchase 600 acre-feet of water 
from the Arcadia basin. This is permissable through agree¬ 
ment with the Arcadia Basin Authority. 

THERE IS, however, no absolute certainty that purchase 
of extra water from Arcadia will continue to be permissable 
as the needs for that area itself always come first, and 
in that case Sierra Madre might find itself in short water 
supply. It is here that Feather River water will prove

6 , 1886, by Bishop Kip, and 
the first senior warden. Dr. 

F. C. Gresham was elected. 

The “Womens Guild” be¬ 
gan at this time, headed by 
Mrs. Ayles. 

In 1887, a strong wind 
damaged the church and 
plans were made to rebuild. 

The stone facade was erected 
3 months after the destruc¬ 
tion, and was designated by 
Ernest Coxhead. The stones 
were brought from Little 
Santa Wash by volunteers. 

Gifts were again donated, 
among them were the chan¬ 
cel windows, the windows 
in the south transcept, a 
granite altar, together with 
stone tablets of the Ten Com¬ 
mandments as a memorial 
to Charles Pemberton Mur¬ 
ray, and a granite font given 
by the Sunday School chil¬ 
dren, as well as a bell con¬ 
secrated in 1889 and named 
“Bethlehem.” 

The land surrounding the 
church was given by Mrs. 

M. A. Webster. The first re¬ 
sident rector was Rev. Mil- 
ton C. Dotton. 

IN 1925, colored Eucharis¬ 
tic vestments were worn by 
the priests and the full Cath¬ 
olic customs and practices 
were taught. 

In 1945, the Church was 
blessed with the coming of 
the present rector. Rev. Har¬ 
ley Gibbs Smith Jr. Through 
his able guidance, the 
church increased member¬ 
ship by more than threefold, 
and put Into practice the 
Anglican-Catholic doctrine 
which it still continues. In 
1954 the first curate was in¬ 
stalled. 

The Ascension Parish 
School was begun at the 
church in 1947. 

Thirty pupils were enrolled 
in Sept. 1947. Today, the 
enrollment exceeds 116 pu¬ 
pils. 

The Sisters of St. Mary 
arrived in the summer of 
1947.

Violating the Brown Act 


It will be well for all agencies of local government— 
and that includes Sierra Madre and its City Council, City 
Planning Commission, Parks and Recreation Commission 
and Police Department—to remain aware of the fact that 
the people of California are interested in what goes on 
in their hometown governments, and in their right to 
know without stumbling blocks being thrown in their paths. 

Throughout California evidence of conspiracies to 
violate the spirit, if not the letter of the Brown Act, which 
seeks to eliminate secrecy in government, are cropping up. 

The Brown Act, incidentally, was sponsored by Speaker 
Ralph Brown of the Assembly, and not Governor Edmund 
G. Brown. 

One of the late.st incidents, which may pave the way 
for amendments to the act In 1963 comes from Salinas, in 
Monterey County, where the City Council is reported to have 
held a closed-door, executive session following adjourment 
of the Council, to talk about prospective vacancies on var¬ 
ious city commissions.

UNDER THE PRESENT wording of the Brown Act, a 
local agency is privileged to hold an executive session 
“during a regular or special meeting to consider the ap¬ 
pointment, employment or dismissal of a public officer.” 

The intent of the law when it was adopted was to 
permit executive sessions in delicate personnel cases. No 
one can recall the matter of appointment of members of 
boards or commissions ever being intended to be withheld Greehngs.
